Spanish Jail Swindle 


UITE recently some one the under- 

world has re-established the old “Span- 
ish Jail Swindle” and has started cam- 
paign line prospective victims. Just 
how successful these swindlers have been 
are unable state, but late have re- 
ceived numerous letters from banks the 
south who have forwarded copies cor- 
respondence received their customers 
from these swindlers. The latter are lo- 
cated Madrid, Spain. Their method 
operation follows: 

They obtain names successful mer- 
chants. letter written the merchant 
purporting come from very wealthy 
banker formerly business the Canary 
Islands. seems that some manner, this 
banker has become involved with the Span- 
ish authorities and has been sentenced 
serve term several years Spanish 
jail. 

When arrested, according the letter, the 
banker had his possession several hun- 
dred thousand dollars Spanish gold. 
hid this money before the authorities could 
secure and the purpose his letter 
the prospective victim, ask assistance 
aiding his eighteen-year-old daughter 
recover this gold which certain ware- 
house New York City. The swindler 
states that the victim’s name has been sup- 
plied him very dear friend and that 
understands can trusted and agrees 
for the prospective victim’s aid both morally 
and financially permit him participate 
certain share the hidden money. 

The swindler closes his letter asking 
the prospective victim cable him his 
proposition acceptable. 

the prospective victim “bites” 
again receipt letter from the swindler 
directing him how proceed the recov- 
ery this gold. The main feature the 
instructions that must proceed 
certain boat Paris and from Paris wire 
certain individual Madrid hotel. 
then take certain well known train 


from Paris and upon his arrival Madrid 
direct the hotel, named the letter 
his instructions, where will met 
the jailer who alleges has been cor- 
rupted the banker aid him recov- 
ering this gold. 

Upon meeting the jailer the prospective 
victim supposed turn over him sum 
money usually about $3,000. The victim 
then wait, while the jailer goes the 
residence the banker’s daughter 
get them together. 

After waiting some time the prospective 
victim realizes that has been victimized 
and that has seen the last his $3,000 
and the supposed jailer.

these holdups have been credited the 
most daring and wily bandit leader mod- 
ern times, SPENCER. 


Spencer 


Since the death Henry Starr Febru- 
ary 18, 1921, Spencer, one his pupils, 
succeeded him leader banditry. Skilled 
the art shooting, Spencer completely 
terrorized the banks Oklahoma, Kansas 
and Arkansas. 

Immediately upon learning the holdup 
each bank member this Association, 
our detective agents began investigation. 
Many the crimes were traced Spen- 
cer. After holdup, Spencer 
confederates would withdraw the rough 
hills the Osage country. several 
the investigations conducted our detec- 
tive agents, one, two and sometimes more 
men were apprehended and identified 
participants the holdup, accounts their 
arrests being given previous Journal 
Supplements. Most them named 
Spencer their leader. 

For several months our detective agents 
have had three four investigators 
Oklahoma continuously, endeavor 
apprehend Spencer and other holdup men. 
Federal, State, and local 
operated. For time Spencer eluded all 
who were searching for him, but the wages 
banditry death, and such was the fate 
this bank robber. 

August 20, 1923, Spencer six 
his chosen gunmen held Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas mail train Okesa, 
Oklahoma. was one the most spec- 
tacular train robberies staged 
tory Oklahoma. This crime brought 
Postoffice inspectors and United States 
marshals the trail Spencer. August 
22, ten men were arrested, charged with 
being implicated the train holdup. few 
confessed participation and named Spen- 
cer the master mind. 

The criminal manager our detective 
agents was sent from New York Okla- 
homa the first part September direct 
the efforts the Burns investigators, who 
were already the field. They cooperated 
with the Postoffice inspectors, United States 
marshals and local authorities. 

September information was received 


that Spencer had been seen certain 
locality. posse thirteen men, consisting 
United States marshals, Postoffice inspec- 
tors, railway special agents, the Chief 
Police Bartlesville, and Oklahoma City 
detectives, also the criminal manager 
our detective agents and one their Kansas 
City investigators, started for the locality 
where Spencer had been seen, with view 
effecting his arrest. Many posses, 
which one more our agents’ investi- 
gators were members, had followed out in- 
formation similar nature during the 
past several months, but met with suc- 
cess. Spencer was seen this posse, how- 
ever, and was killed resisting arrest. 
was carrying .35-calibre Winchester auto- 
matic rifle, .38-calibre Colt’s police posi- 
tive, and extra large supply ammuni- 
tion. When his body was searched, ten 
$1,000 Liberty Bonds were found, which 
were part the loot the Okesa train 
robbery. 

Spencer’s body was returned Bartles- 
ville, Okla., where was viewed thou- 
sands people who had become interested 
his bold outlawry. the stranger 
town, appeared from the crowd that 
circus had arrived, instead the body 
dead bandit. 

The protective committee and the mana- 
ger the Protective Department wish 
express their appreciation the coopera- 
tion that has been rendered the various 
officers our detective agents, representing 
this Association. 

Following the death Spencer, the posse 
centered their activities upon Grover Dur- 
rill and September they were suc- 
cessful locating him near Pawhuska, 
Okla. Seeing that the posse had him sur- 
rounded, Durrill surrendered without put- 
ting fight had threatened do. 
Following his arrest confessed being 
implicated the three bank holdups 
Barnsdall, also one Grainola, Okla. 
named the other men implicated with him. 

Search being continued for the remain- 
der the bandits, known Frank Nash 
and Riley Dixon. are reproducing 
their photographs together with the photo- 
graph Spencer. The bandits still 
liberty are described follows:

There has also been found circulation 
counterfeit $10 Federal Reserve note 
the Federal Reserve Bank Boston, dif- 
fering only from that described circular 
No. 524, dated July 23, 1923, that this last 
note appears printed single piece 
paper without silk threads imitation 
them, and the back plate number 1001. 
This specimen bears serial No. A41371061A.

curing money. protect himself against 
detection, Hopkins usually approached the 
teller before presenting the check, and 
representing himself the depositor 
his secretary made inquiries concerning the 
standing the account. happened 
that the account was not sufficient cover 
the forged check, increased deposit- 
ing bogus check. 

Our detective agents’ representatives traced 
Hopkins from point point and eventually 
located him Cincinnati, but before war- 
rant for his arrest was received that city, 
evaded them Essex car, which 
still had his possession the time 
his arrest. They traced him from Minneap- 
olis, Minn., Duluth, Minn., Des Moines, 
Iowa, thence Omaha, Neb., and again 
Duluth, where was arrested.

Woman Leads Agents’ Representative

HAMILTON HARKINS, 

fugitive from the insane asylum
